More than $20,000 Acres Taken 
in Utah, Involving Millions. 


COAL COMPANY IS ACCUSED. 


Mining Tracts Said to Bo Secured by 
Perjury and by Bribery. 


| galt Lake City, Utah, March 12.—[Special.] 


—Methods whereby the titles to valuable 
coal lands in Utah were atquired have been 
subject to close investigation by government 
agents, with the result that more than 2,000 
questionable filings have been disclosed. 

It is charged more than 320,000 acres of 
valuable coal lands have been sécured by 
filing on them as farming and grazing lands. 
Agricultural tracts may be purchased for 
$1.50 an acre, while the coal lands cost $20 
an acre. The difference thus is more than 
$5,920,000, but the lands are said to be worth | 
millions additianal. 

Coal Company’s Agent Busy. 

The procedure adopted was to file on 160 
acre tracts as coal lands, thus keeping other 
claimants out, and then to file on the same 
land as agricultural quarter sections, allow- 
ing the first filing to lapse. 

Thousands of acres thus secured have 
passed into the hands of the Utah Fuel com- 
pany, which already controls the coal out- 
put of the state. The name of an employé 
of the Utah Fuel company appears as agent 
for sixty entry men in cases now under in- 
vestigation. In each instance he had made 
the affidavit required by law, that the lands 
contained coal, and that the necessary pre- 


liminary work had been done, yet in no case 


was the title perfected 

The rules of the land office make a contest 
necessary to cause an Inyestigation of the 
entries. If no outside person challengés an 
entry it is accepted as iegal. Records of the 
land office shew that many cases now under 
investigation have been challenged, but in 
no instance has a suit been defended suc- 
cessfully, compromise or withtrawal always 
following. 

Binger Hermann May BelInvolved. 

Attempts by local officials to investigate 
are said to have been stepped by higher offi- 
clals at Washington. Nearly all the que¢- 
tionable entries were made while Congress- 
man Binger Hermann, former commissioner 
of the general land office and now under in- 
dictment in connection with the Oregon land 
frauds, was tn charge at Washington. 

The law requires the person filing on coal 
land to make an affidavit that the land is 
for his own use and that he is not acting 
on behalf of any other person or association 
of persons. The records disclose that the- 
Utah Fuel company, through its agents, has 
indueed many persons to make these filings 


| for a stipulated sum of money, generally $25. 


Many filings thus have been made by per- 
sons innocent of any intent to do. wrong. . 
They madg the coal company’s employé 
their agent, most of them under a belief that 
they merely vere being pald for exercising 
a right. Few if any of them ever saw the 


- land for which they made application. 


While the lands thus. .were held as coai 
lands, other agents secured title to them 
through another office, that of the state land 
board, which is empowered to select unoc- 
of the state for $1.50 an acre.

PARIS, March 12.—Despite the fact that 
rumors that peace negotiations have begun 
are vigorously denied from St. Petersburg 
the conviction is still felt here that they are 
not without foundation. It is known that a 
considerable section of men in power in Rus- 
sia desire to see an end put to the war, and 
these are credited with having sounded the 
cabinets of Paris and London. That they 
have not won over the czar is known, and 
it is also certain that a jJarge section of the 
St. Petersburg court party is opposed to a 
cessation of hostilities before Russia has 
restored her military prestige by some signal 
victory. 

It is believed here that the categorial denial 
that any negotiations have been undertaken 
comes from this party. In such matters 
denials always are given up to the last mo- 
ment, and in the present instance they do not 
obtain. more credence than generally are give 
to semi-offictal declarations under such cir- 
cumstances.

MONOTONY OF FLAT LIFE. 
‘Health officials report a-marked increase 


sicians attribute it mainly to the growth of. 
fat dwelling. Life in flats is so monotonous, 
they say, that it is driving an alarming num- 
ber of women mad. 

Physicians used to say that the prevalence 
of lunacy among farmers’ wives was owing 
to the monotony of their lives. But the 
life of thé farmer’s wife, even before the 
introduction of rural free mail delivery and 
the telephone, was one continual round of 


her children to care for. She had her house 
} to clean, and three meals a day to get. She 
saw the men when they came up from the 
fields-at noon. She visited little; she had 


visitors, but: she was busy, 


Women in towns and small cities know

This 
difference seems strong presumptive evidence 
of a big concentrated long interest in the 
May, but the trade is more at sea than ever 
as to the question whether or not the Gates 
clique is still in the market in a large way. 
The market has become extremely narrow, 
however, the shorts show no signs of weak- 
ening, and the May situation looks more 
strained than ever at the increasing premium 
over July. Under such conditions the May 
longs could hardly liquidate without forcing 
asevere break. With wheat supplies at home 
decreasing too slowly to bear out earlier bull 
predictions of certain scarcity of supplies 
and with liberal’ stocks abroad and heavy 
shipments from other exporting countries, it 
may come 
with the May holders whether they liquidate 
or try to carry the dealt and punish 
shorts who cannot deliver. 


Bed Russian Wheat. 


The May longs and shorts in this market 
have been interested in the hearing of the 


| grain trade called by the Illinois warehouse 


com fon to get the views of the trade 
on thé desirability of Inspecting Oregon red 
Russian wheat as red winter preparatory to 
ordering such a change in the inspecfion, at 
least one of the commissioners apparently 
having prejudged the case. 

The sentiments of local dealers and millers 
and.of millers who buy wheat in this market, 
as expressed to the commission, seem to be 
overwhelmingly against the change, and the 
directors of the board, by unanimous vote, 
submitted an urgent protest against it on 
the general grounds that red Russian wheat 
is of inferior quality to the red winter wheat 
native to this region, and that it would be 
unfair to the trade to force such a change 
so far along in the movement of the crop 
and at the prejudice of existing contracts. 

Red Russian wheat is inspected as red 
winter in East St. Louis, the Missourl ware- 
house commission having ordered such a 
change in that state,and East St. Louis being 
naturally tied up with the St. Louis mar- 
ket. It-is apparently a question of whether 
the interests of the St. Louis or the Chicago 
trade have the most influence with the IH- 
nois warehouse commission. 

If the proposed change is made there is 

to be enough red Russian wheat 
market to increase the local contract 
stocks a million bu or more, and the ~t. 


‘Louis contract stock of red winter wheat 


which is mixed with red Ruasjan could be 
brought here for delivery—uniless, of course, 
the board of trade should take some steps 
to counteract the effect of-the expected rul- 
ing of the warehouse commission. 


Corn Holds Firm. 


Corn has held stubbornly strong through 
the week in face of the extreme weakness 
in wheat, and, finally, in spite of the govern-
